"I am a firm believer In democratic
got eminent and 1 bcllevo In tho

capabilities of the people of
the State," ho declared.

"I believe in the saving power of rep-

resentative government, tho greatest gift
of the Anglo-Saxo- n race to tho liberty
of the world, and 1 believe In the com-

petency of the men of this generation to
do their part In the stow and deliberate
course of solving the problems of demo-

cratic government."
Senator Root attacked the re-

formers of tho age,
"The first thought of a reformer U to

grasp nt something new, whether or not
It Is worth while, forgetting the thou-
sand and one more Important duties of
preserving the laws," he said.

Tho failure to attain perfect demo-
cratic govenrrr.ent Senator Root attrib-
uted to the lack of understanding be-

tween the farmer and the minufncturer
and the city rr.nn. nnd the country man.
The fc-pl- e don't understand the framing
of taws, the Senator said, and he advo-vtite- d

printing In this State a legislative
record similar to the Conffrcsslotial
fTrcorn, which would give to all the peo-

ple the arguments for and ngalnst all
legislation.

Mr. Root decried the fact that the
time of ths legislature t -- day Is taken
up In great part by unimportant legis-
lation for the various localities, and he
predicted that the present constitutional
concntlon might find a oure for this
ell.

"The first great duty of Government Is
to preserve the laws under which the
people hae lived In Justice nnd proe-perlt- ,"

asserted Senat-- r Root.
Senator Root urged the lntfslators

not to force their will on the people,
but to remember that they ore represent-
ing the will of the people.

"Tlirro aro two things party policy
ever should attempt to do Enter Into

foreign diplomacy ind cons'ltutlon mak-
ing." said Mr Root. "We lost the State
and na'.l' r thrie years ngo because we
deserved it, becauso we sought to achieve
Individual success by seeking to pull
down othr Republlears.

vnll agal-.s- t us. You cannot disturb a
people In prosperous careers without
evoking loud cries. Sub.tantlal achieve-
